a chassis including a fix>nt panel and a back panel; 

first and second side panels, each having a linoor waist edge[[,]l non- 
parallel with a leg edge at looot a portion of which io cur^rod , and an average length 
dimension measured parallel to a longitudinal axis that is at least 20 percent of an 
overall length dimension of the chassis measured parallel to the longitudinal axis, 
each of the side panels being r^leasably connected to the front and back panels, and 
defining with the chassis a waist opening and first and second leg openings; 

wherein the first! side panel includes first and second fastening 
components, the second side panel includes third and fourth fastening components, 
the front panel includes first and third mating fastening components engageable with 
the first and third fastening components, and the back panel includes second and 
foiurth mating fastening components engageable with the second and fourth fastening 
components. 


2. (Orig^) T|he absorbent gannent of Claim 1, wherein each of 
the fastening components comprises a hook material and each of the mating fastening 
components comprises a loop material. 

3. (Original) The absorbent gannent of Claim 1, wherein each of

4. (Original) Thk absorbent gannent of Claim 1, wherein two of 
the festcning components and two of the mating fastening components each comprise 
a hook material, and two of the fastening components and two of the mating fastening 
components each comprise a loop material. 

(Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 1, wherein the first 
and second side panels comprise a wipe material.

a fiist refastenable seam extending from the waist opening to the first 
leg opening between the first side panel and the front panel; 

a second refastenable seam extending from the waist opening to the 
first leg opening between the first side panel and the back panel; 

a third refastenable seam extending from the waist opening to the 
second leg opening between thJ^second side panel and the firont panel; and 

a fourth refastenable seam extending fix)m the waist opening to the 
second leg opening between the second side panel and the back panel. 


22. (Original) \The absorbent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
first seam comprises a fastening naaterial on an inner surface adjacent a distal edge of 
the front panel and a mating fasjtening material on a corresponding outer surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the first side panel. 


23, (Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
first seam comprises a fastening material on an outer surface adjacent a distal edge of 
the front panel and a mating fastening material on a corresponding inner surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the first side panel. 
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24. (Oifginal) The absorbent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
second seam comprises a fastening material on an inner surface adjacent a distal edge 
of the back panel and a mating festening material on a corresponding outer surfece 
adjacent a distal edge of the first side paneL 

25. (Original) The absorbent gamient of Claim 21, wherein the 
second seam comprises a fastening material on an outer surface adjacent a distal edge 
of the back panel and a mating fastening material on a corresponding inner surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the firstWde panel. 

26. (Original) \The absori>ent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
third seam comprises a fastening material on an inner surface adjacent a distal edge of 
the ftont panel and a mating fastening material on a corresponding outer surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the second side panel. 


27. (Original) The absorf)ent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
third seam comprises a fastening material on an outer surface adjacent a distal edge of 
the front panel and a mating fastening material on a corresponding inner surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the second side panel. 


28. (Origmal) The absorbent garmrat of Claim 21, wherein the 
fourth seam comprises a fastening material on an inner surface adjacent a distal edge 
of the back panel and a mating fastening material on a corresponding outer surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the second side panel. 


29, (Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
fourth seam comprises a fastening material on an outer surface adjacent a distal edge 
of the back panel and a mating fastening Imaterial on a corresponding inner surface 
adjacent a distal edge of the second side panel. 
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30. (Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 21. wherein the 
absorbent chassis further comprises W outer cover that functions as a loop material. 

31. (Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 21, wherein the 
( absorbent chassis further comprises a flushable outer cover.

a first side panel including a substrate and at least two mating fastening 
components extending 6mn the waist opening to the first leg opening, at least one of 
the mating fastening components releasably connected to at least one of the fast^iing 
components on one of the firont and back panels; and 

a second side panel including la substrate and at least two mating 
fastening components extending fiom the waistlopening to the second leg opening, at 
least one of the mating fastening components releasably cormected to at least one of 
the fastening components on one of the front andjback panels; 

wherein each of the first and second side panels has a lin e ar waist 
edge[[,]l non-parallel with a leg edge at looat J portion of which io oun^od , and an 
average length dimension measured parallel to a longitudinal axis that is at least 20 
percent of an ov^all length dimension of the chassis measured parallel to the 
longitudinal axis. 
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35. (Original)\ The absoibent garment of Claim 34, wherein the 
fastening components comprise ^hook material and the matmg fastening components 
comprise a loop material.

39. (Original) The absorbent garment of Claim 34, wherein the 
first and second side panels each comprise at least one tearable, non-refastenable 
seam. 

40. (Original) Tlxe absorbent garment of Claim 34. wherein the 
chassis comprises a flushable outer Jover, a flushable body side liner, and a flushable 
absorbent assembly. 
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
